Note 2 • In cases where a subscriber lias to pay in instalments for a 
site or a house purchased, or a house constructed through a House 
Building Cooperative Society or similar agency, he shall be per- 
mitted to make a withdrawal as and when he is called upon to 
make a payment in any Instalment Every such payment shall be 
treated as a payment for a separate purpose for the purposes of

Provided tta' the upper age limp prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed m th o case of candidates belong ng to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes and o tl iei -rerial categoric; of peisons in accordance with the general 
orders of the Central Government issued from time to time 

4. Disqualification. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living oi who, 
having a arouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void hw 
reason of us taking place during the Ufe-+ime of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said posts, and 

(b) No woman whose marriage -S void br reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the tune of su<5h marriage or who has married a person who has a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the 

said posts 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power io relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any provision of these rules with respect to any class or category
